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As a further note, Applicant's declaration is not currently believed to be sufficient to overcome the rejections of record. The declaration is 
silent with regard to the intensity of the welding beam applied to the prior art product and the claimed product. It appears that the same 
intensity is used in both experiments. However, the fact that holes were formed in the prior art product indicates that a relatively high 
intensity welding beam was used. As would be appreciated by one of skill in the art, thinner parts do not require as much beam intensity 
as thicker ones to achieve a similar weld strength. As such, the result that holes were formed in the prior art product would be expected 
based on the relatively high intensity of the weld beam.
